They are working on the McLaughlin property and the Comprehensive Plan.

Trustee Smithe 
suggested contacting the Max McGraw Wildlife Foundation, and Trustee Sapp proposed 
to inquire about the information available from county and state agencies, including 
BACOG. 
 
BACOG Report – President Kempe attended the BACOG meeting where a position was 
proposed on certain legislative items and discussion occurred regarding the extension of 
Route 53 and the Affordable Housing Act. 
 
Public Comments - The residents from Eagle Point Subdivision asked the Village for 
assistance with East Dundee and the developer to the west of their subdivision regarding 
the lighting from that development on their properties. 
 
Trustee Abboud suggested that we initiate meetings with McHenry County regarding 
intergovernmental agreements. Trustee Abboud requested that the staff create a letter to 
McHenry regarding zoning. President Kempe concurred that a copy of the letter be sent 
as well to the Village of Algonquin.  
 
Trustee Gohl motioned to adjourn the Public Session at 10:47 p.m. Executive Session 
preceded the Board Meeting. Trustee McKevitt seconded.
